Sparks from Fr. Mark 

This past Wednesday evening, I was participating in the confirmation 
program, as a sponsor for my nephew, Austin. We focused on the role and 
the movement of the Holy Spirit in the life of Jesus, and how we too are 
called as followers of Christ, to be attuned to the working of the Holy Spirit 
in our lives. 

As we were discussing the action of the Holy Spirit, through the 
metaphors of wind and fire, I thought about how our parish community 
made fleece blankets for the homeless this past Advent. Then how our youth, 
along with some adults, took the blankets to the Cornerstone rescue 
mission, and prepared a meal for those in need. 

It was through this experience, and the movement of the Holy Spirit; 
full of wind and fire, that moved one of our parishioners, Estela Haakedahl, 
to see if the staff at the Cornerstone Rescue mission needed help in 
preparing meals. They asked our parish if we would be willing to prepare a 
meal once a month at the mission. 

Moved by the Holy Spirit, we as parish community are going to prepare 
and serve a meal, once a month at the mission. If you are interested in being 
a part of this new ministry in the parish, please visit with Estela Haakedahl.

Our parish community does a great job when it comes to reaching out 
to those who are hungry, and are in need. I think of the great job that Judy 
Roemmich does with the weekly food pantry in our church basement, the 
giving tree, and food baskets they provide at Thanksgiving and Christmas; 
another sign of the Holy Spirit, alive and moving in our parish community 
for the sake of others. 

Doing these things as a parish community helps us to embrace our 
Catholic identity; by living out the rich tradition of our Catholic Social 
Teaching. One of the themes of our Catholic Social Teaching is, Option for 
the Poor and Vulnerable. 

Option for the Poor and Vulnerable 

• A basic moral test is how our most vulnerable members are faring. In a 
society marred by deepening divisions between rich and poor, our 
tradition recalls the story of the Last Judgment (Mt 25:31-46) and 
instructs us to put the needs of the poor and vulnerable first. 

• Christian love draws us to serve the weak and vulnerable among us. We 
are called to feed the hungry, to give drink to the thirsty, to clothe the 
naked, to shelter the homeless. We are also summoned to restore the 
land; to provide clean, safe water to drink and unpolluted air to breathe; 
to preserve endangered species; to protect wild places; and to help the 
poor help themselves.

Those to Be Catechized 

[163] Jesus made himself a catechist of the kingdom 
of God, announcing a joyful message to the ones in 
society who were most disadvantaged. But the Good 
News which Jesus proclaimed is for all persons, no 
matter where they live, what their backgrounds, their 
social situations, their health, or their lifestyles. 
Jesus is for all Period. And now Jesus sends us, just 
as he did his own disciples. To teach as he did and to 
announce his reign. 

[164] Through its history, the Church has continued 
Jesus’ work. 

[165] Catechesis must be shaped in such a way that it 
communicates well the message of Jesus to those 
being catechized. The method of teaching changes in 
order to address different kinds of people. 

[166] In this section, we will deal with four aspects of 
catechesis: How to adapt catechesis well, how to

❖ How do you participate in the Body of Christ? 

❖ When do you “rejoice in the Lord?” 

Because Jesus freely chose to bring good news to the poor 
and showed a special love for them, Francis wanted to 
imitate Christ and work with social outcasts and the poor, 
something he had never imagined himself doing. He had 
always possessed a generous spirit but struggled to identify 
with those in need. In fact, he admits in his final testament 
that the turning point in his conversion was his willingness 
to serve lepers. The change came when he left behind the 
security of his social structure and comfortable lifestyle to 
care for the lepers and the poor, to spend time with them 
and to eat with them. Living with the poor awakened to 
him the poverty and suffering of Christ. 

Francis response to living the gospel challenges the typical 
social categories that define our lives and keep us isolated 
from each other. By living among the poor lepers and the 
sick, and by welcoming everyone whether friend or enemy, 
he prods us towards a wider understanding of community, 
one in which no one is excluded. He reminds us that God 
can be found in the poor, sick, lonely, unemployed, and 
powerless because God is known in vulnerability. This 
image of the vulnerable, poor God is the heart of Francis’s 
spirituality. This is what encouraged him to seek out the 
weakest members of society. 1
